la Syria — Announce full support for any Syrian regime 
aiding Egypt and resisting British and Israeli 


aggression and intrigue. 

1. Stage clandestine coup putting in power pro-S owlet 
regime headed by Aha lid Bakdash, tough and able 
Moscow-trained Communist leader. 

2. Support regime by subversion of substantial 
elements Syrian Army loyal to pro-Egyptian Col. 


Sarraj, most dynamic man in Syrian Army. 

Immediately aend para troop brigade to occupy air

4, Airlift as soon as practical technicians, advisers, 
stiffening "volunteers," etc. 

5. Eventually launch diversionary attack on Israel. 

To Jordan — Offer free arms aid, advisers, technicians 
and training for Jordanian forces. 

1. Encourage Jordanians to cooperate with Egyptian 
command. 


2. Maintain military threat-in-belng on Israeli border. 

3. Insist that resettlement inside Israel of Arab 
refugees now in Jordan be prerequisite of any 
settlement of Arab- Israeli fighting. 
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6. To Saudi Arabia — Offer to substitute for OS as trainer 
awl provider of equipment for Saudi forces (note: 
there still is so Dhahran base agreeaent with OS) . 

1 . Maintain military threat- in-being on Israeli 
border, 

S. Offer to provide clandestine support for Saudi 
attach on British in Buraial, Aden, or elsewhere. 
B. In Iran and Iraq — Clandestinely encourage anti-British 
riots and if possible build up strength for eventual 
anti-regime rebellions.
